A WORD  CN  PROGRAM  PROJECTION 


Research,  analysis,  facts  and  imaginative  rethinking  are  the  keen-edged 
tools  that  4-H  leaders  are  using  in  many  States  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
our  times.  It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  turn  away  from  a desk  piled  high  with 
daily  routine  or  to  cancel  part  of  a field  schedule  in  order  to  look  ahead 
and  plan.  But  a number  of  State  and  county  Extension  workers  are  doing 
just  that. 

"A"  stands  for  "analyze.’1  There  is  no  substitute  for  this  first,  objec- 
tive, fact-finding  step.  Facts  about  the  present  situation  and  needs  of 
youth  are  the  germ-plasm  from  which  your  program  projection  or  development 
starts. 


"B"  is  for  "bounce."  When  you  drop  the  facts  of  your  program  analysis 
against  the  springboard  of  program  objectives  or  purposes,  you  will  gener- 
ate a power  of  projection  which  h*s  impetus  far  beyond  everyday  procedures. 

"C"  is  for  "concentrate"  on  fundamentals.  There  are  so  many  things  to 
do  that  frequently  our  concentration  on  a "horseshoe  nail"  makes  us  forget 
to  feed  the  horse  or  to  study  the  road  map.  An  example  is  the  lack  of  at- 
tention given  to  the  recruitment,  training  and  servicing  of  the  needs  of 
our  local  4-*H  leaders.  They  are  the  corps  and  the  core  of  our  4-H  program. 
Yet  studies  reveal  that  most  Extension  staffs  spend  far  more  time  on  plan- 
ning, conducting  and  recovering  from  4-H  events  (for  a relatively  few  mem- 
bers) tha^  we  devote  to  the  fundamental  job  of  x^orking  with  leaders. 

"D"  is  "decide."  A course  of  action  is  necessary  to  change  and  improvement. 
The  decision  regarding  which  course  to  follow  should  involve  all  the 
people  who  will  be  concerned  in  carrying  it  out.  This  principle  of  involve- 
ment in  the  decision-making  process  is  the  balm  of  effective  human  relations. 

"E"  means  "evaluate."  Continuous  stock-taking  of  where  we  are  in  relation 
to  our  4-H  objectives  compares  with  an  architect’s  constant  checking  of 
a building's  progress  In  relation  to  his  set  of  plans  or  blueprints. 

"F"  is  the  fun  you  have  when  you  watch  a set  of  plans  unfold,  take  shape 
and  breathe  new  life  into  the  Extension  program. 
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program  projection  tools

lead  to  the  attainment  of  4-H  Club  objectives.  This  ma- 
terial raises  such  interesting  discussion  about  4-H,  we 
thought  you  might  find  it  useful  in  the  current  emphasis.

There  was  a fine  response  by  Extension  directors,  State  4-H  Club  leaders 
and  others  to  Director  Knapp's  inquiry  on  the  future  of  the  National  4-H 
Club  Center.  These  many  proposed  uses  of  the  Center  prompted  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  move  ahead  with  plans  to  terminate  the  present  leas®  with  the 
Department  of  the  Army  and  begin  renovation  and  seme  new  construction  as 
soon  as  possible.  It  is  hoped  the  Center  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  some- 
time in  195S  and  be  equipped  to  accommodate  between  260  and  300  people  at 
a time. 

The  Share  *nd  Care  Program  has  been  going  nicely  with  24  States  surpassing 
their  quota.

Ways  we  can  work  together  for  progress  of  4-H  in  the  Nation  was  the  topic 
for  our  two-day  meeting,  January  30-31,  with  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
National  Committee  on  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work,  the  National  4-H  Club  Founda- 
tion, and  our  Division.  This  annual  meeting  has  done  much  to  clarify 
policies  and  relationships,  and  to  facilitate  the  operation  of  regional  and 
national  programs  and  events.

4-H  CLEAN  GRAIN  ACTIVITIES 

A summary  of  State  Extension  Service  activities  in  the  Clean  Grain  Program- 
1955  has  been  prepared  by  a Federal  Extension  Service  Committee  including  a 
member  from  our  Division.  Mention  is  made  of: 

Kansas — Work  in  rodent  control  involving  4-H  Club  members. 

North  Dakota — Clean  grain  survey  aided  by  1,689  4-H  Club  members 
from  39  counties  representing  166  clubs.  Nearly  3,000  granaries  were 
surveyed  to  determine  corrective  measures  required  to  adequately  stere 
food  grains  safely. 

Oklahoma — Programs  reached  17  counties  specifically  through  4-H  Club 
work.  Four  hundred  4-H  Club  boys  also  viewed  mounts  showing  insects 
feeding  on  stored  grain. 

South  Dakota — 4-H  Club  activities  in  this  endeavor  proviide  another 
example  of  4-H  participation  in  carryirg  out  overall  Extension 
responsibilities  in  a specific  area. 

4-H  CLUB  BUSINESS  TRAINING 

Be  on  the  lookout  for  a request  i^  the  near  future  for  information  on  activi- 
ties now  being  carried  ©n  ©r  contemplated,  in  the  field  of  4-H  Club  business 
training.  Scattered  reports  indicate  increasing  4-H  Club  program  emphasis 
in  farm  and  home  management,  farm  business  training,  marketing  and  other 
phases  related  to  the  business  side  of  agriculture  and  home  economics  in  the 
broad  sense.  The  Division  of  Agricultural  Economics  Pregrams  is  interested 
in  cooperating  with  us  on  a review  of  the  current  situation.

CALIFORNIA  - State  4-H  Advisory  Committee 

The  Advisory  Committee,  including  county  directors,  county  and  State  4-H 
workers,  and  subject-matter  specialists,  met  for  five  full  days  in  January. 
Emphasis  w*s  on  objectives  and  evaluation  as  well  as  methods.  After  admin- 
istrative consideration  of  the  recommendations,  they  will  be  taken  tc  the 
field  in  a series  of  district  meetings. 

GEORGIA  - Another  Milestone  in  Camp  Facilities 

First  of  30  modern  cottages  h*>s  been  constructed  at  the  State  Negro  4-H  Club 
Center  in  Dublin.  Dedication  of  the  cottage  climaxed  the  two-day  annual 
Negro  4-H  Club  Congress,  Construction  of  the  second  and  third  cottages  at 
the  Dublin  Center  is  expected  to  be  underway  in  the  very  near  future. 

INDIANA  - Leader  Training 

A series  of  22  district  adult  leaders  * training  meetings  are  scheduled  for 
February  and  March,  in  an  "all-out"  effort  to  have  one  or  more  local  leaders 
of  every  club  present  at  one  of  the  training  meetings.  Rotary  s upports  the 
Extension  staff  in  this  training  program. 

LOUISIANA  -"Teen-Agers  Take  Over" 

A new  brochure  tells  of  a 13-week  series  of  television  programs.  Each  program 
is  15  minutes  in  length  and  is  designed  especially  for  teen-agers,  to  provide 
them  opportunity  to  participate.  The  series  includes  program  features  such 
as  planing  a party,  good  grooming  careers,  buying  clothes  for  school,  and  a 
take-off  on  'Dragnet".  Copies  of  the  scripts  have  been  sent  to  all  televi- 
sion and  information  specialists  through  the  Division  of  Information  Programs. 

MICHIGAN  - Unusual  Project 

Michigan  comes  in  with  a new  idea  in  projects.  It  is  slanted  to  older  members 
and  is  in  the  field  of  scenic  beauty — a 4-H  Tourist  and  Resort  Project. 

MISSOURI  - Leader  Training 

Currently  Missouri  is  doing  a series  of  district  leader  events.  Five  attrac- 
tive leaflets  which  help  tell  the  story  of  objectives,  projects,  the  teaching 
job  and  leadership  are  effective  program  tools. 
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MONTANA  - 4-H  Club  Business  Training  Project 

A new  4-H  Club  business  training  project,  developed  under  the  guidance  of 
the  farm  management  specialist,  is  getting  a trial  in  a few  counties  in 
1956.  It  is  planned  for  older  boys  and  girls. 

NEBRASKA  - 4-H  Program  Evaluation 

The  Nebraska  staff  developed  a discussion  guide  to  be  used  with  4-H  Club 
leaders  and  county  4-H  committees  to  help  start  the  process  of  ceunty  4-H 
program  evaluation.  It  was  introduced  during  staff  discussions  held  at  the 
Leaders’  Conferences  in  January. 

The  Nebraska  Leaders’  Conferences  were  planned  to  equip  those  in  attendance 
to  help  do  the  training  job  back  in  their  home  counties  with  other  volunteer 
leaders. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  - 4-H  Forestry  Camp 

North  Carolina  is  one  of  the  States  carrying  on  4-H  Club  Forestry  Camps . 

Fred  Wagonner,  Director  for  C^mp  Millstone,  site  of  their  camp,  reports  this 
is  one  of  the  most  enthusiast  groups  they  have  during  the  entire  summer, 

Louisiana  is  adding  a Junior  Forestry  Camp  to  its  schedule  next  summer. 

NEW  MEXICO  - 4-H  Statistics 

Discussion  of  ’’where  we  are”  and  ’’where  we  are  going”  was  sparked  t j a set  of 
statistics  assembled  by  the  State  4-H  staff.  This  included  State,  regional 
and  national  figures  with  space  for  each  county  to  complete  its  own  picture. 
New  Mexico  credits  Wyoming  for  the  suggestions  it  adapted  to  its  own  needs, 

PENNSYLVANIA  - A Look  at  the  Rapp  Study 

Pennsylvania  will  consider  the  findings  in  the  Mary  Ruth  Rapp  study  when  the 
staff  assembles  for  a series  of  four  1£— day  conferences.  They  were  one  of 
the  four  States  included  in  the  study.  Miss  Rapp  will  be  on  hand  to  help 
evaluate  the  findings  and  to  share  in  the  discussion  of  the  applications  to 
the  Pennsylvania  program.  Methods  of  evaluating  YMW  work  will  also  have  con- 
sideration at  these  same  conferences. 

WASHINGTON  - "Building  a Bigger  and  Broader  Base  in  4-H” 

4-H  emphasis  at  annual  conference  explored  five  areas  that  contribute  to 
building  a broader  base:  (1)  Support  of  parents  and  sponsors,  (2)  Develop- 

ing leader  councils,  (3)  Emphasis  on  leadership  training,  (4)  Broadening 
the  program  horizon,  and  (5)  Challenging  teen-agers  with  a better  program, 

SOUTH  CAROLINA  - Officer-Leader  Training 

During  November  and  December  most  counties  trained  officers  and  leaders 
through  clubs,  county-wide  meetings,  and  banquets.  By  giving  this  training 
early  in  the  year  more  benefit  is  received  as  a result  of  the  training.
